Board Acts to 
Remedy Dump 
Condition 


Ask Bids for Removal 
Of Eyesore and Threat 
To Health of People 


An Arlington Heights boy who 
had just returned home from a 
visit to the village dump told his 
mother, “mother I have had a 
great time, watching mice as big 
as cats running around the tin 
cans.” His mother thought that 
he was at the field house. They 
are only tw’o blocks apart. 


If the members of the Arlington 
Heights village board have their 
way a large part of the “village 
dump” will pass out of existence— 
buried with dirt. The combination 
junk-garbage-auto yard is at least 
going to pass through a transfor­ 
mation. As a first step the board 
has asked for bids to level off and 
bury the obnoxious parts of the 
present “tin can park,” the reported 
domicile of a thousand, more or 
less, of rats. A fter receipt of the 
bid, the board will be in a better 
position to decide what can be done. 
In the meantime, Paul Incaprero, 
the present custodian of the dump, 
will be asked to remove 
surplus 
autos. Incaprero was granted free 
use of the dump for the wrecking 
of cars provided 
he policed the 
dump and stopped the practice of 
dumping garbage and 
ashes in 
among the tin cans. He was direct­ 
ed particularly to watch out for 
‘•dumpers” from Palatine and Mt. 
Prospect. 
Well To Go Deeper 
On the advice of well engineers 
the board decided to ask the well 
contractor to continue the well to a 
greater depth as is provided in his 
contract.

Protests Change 
In County Zoning 


Arlington Village and 
Zoning Board Pass 
Similar Resolutions 


Arlington 
Heights 
has 
joined 
I alanine and other local communi­ 
ties in opposing any change in the 
present county zoning law which 
establishes a minimum size of lots 
in rural subdivisions. One of the 
last public hearings to be held in 
the county to consider the proposed 
change, 
occurred 
at 
Arlington 
Heights 
last Thursday evening. 
Similar meetings had been held in 
all of the 25 townships of Cook 
county. In many of the tow’ns no 
opposition was in evidence. Pala­ 
tine township was one of a few to 
register a strong protest and A r­ 
lington 
Heights 
is 
equally 
op­ 
posed to any lightening of the re­ 
sponsibility of subdividers to pro­ 
vide adequate facilities for proper 
sanitation. 
The meeting last Thursday at 
Arlington Heights w’as considered 
of sufficient importance to be a t­ 
tended by a few prominent north 
shore real estate men who favor 
the change, they were in the min­ 
ority here. 
In order to properly register A r­ 
lington s protest, resolution was 
passed by the board of 
trustees 
Monday evening and a similar reso­ 
lution was passed Tuesday evening 
by tho zoning commission. A ttor­ 
ney Thai was directed to file the 
protest w’ith the county clerk. The 
resolution reads as follows: 
Whereas the Cook County Zon­ 
ing Board of Appeals has recently 
held public hearings in the various 
townships in Cook County on the 
proposal to amend the County Zon­ 
ing Ordinance to allow lots 40 feet 
wide and of an area of 4500 square 
feet in unincorporated sections ad­ 
jacent to municipalities and served 
with public water supply and sew­ 
ers; and 
Whereas one of such meetings 
was held in the Village hall in the 
Village of Arlington Heights on 
May 29, 1941, which meeting was 
attended by members of the Board 
of Trustees of the Village, including 
the President of the Village and al­ 
so by members of the Zoning Com­ 
mission of the Village of Arling­ 
ton Heights and by other citizens; 
and, 
Whereas it was the concensus of 
optnran of the aforesaid local of­ 
ficials that the amendment of the 
County Zoning Ordinance in the 
above named respect and any pos­ 
sible zoning of area thereunder ad­ 
jacent to the M ilage of Arlington 
Heights wrould be detrimental to 
the Village and to the property con­ 
tained therein; and, 
Whereas the proceedings had at 
said public hearing and the objec- 
tioniv-raised by the aforesaid public 
officials of, and property owners in, 
said village have been reported to 
this Board, and after a discussion 
of said proposed amendment to 
said County Zoning Ordinance, the 
President and Board of Trustees 
of this Village believe it to be to 
the best interest of this community 
that the proposed amendment of 
the County Zoning Ordinance not 
be made; therefore, 
Be It Resolved That the Presi­ 
dent and Board of Trustees of this 
Village cause a written protest to 
be filed w’ith the County Clerk of 
Cook County, as required by sta­ 
tute, protesting against the above 
referred to proposed amendment to 
the County Zoning Ordinance, and 
that the attorney for this village 
file w’ith said County Clerk of Cook 
County a certified copy of this res­ 
olution, which shall stand as and 
for such protest.

spread and flagrant violation of 
local public health laws. A survey 
made by the State authorities has 
revealed a situation that is a po­ 
tential danger to the public health 
and calls for the closest coopera­ 
tion of all citizens to combat. 
To cope with this situation the 
Health Officer and the Department 
of Police are hereby instructed to 
immediately enforce the following 
Health regulations, viz:— 
1. Garbage 
cans, where 
used, 
must be fitted with tight covers. 
2. Garbage buried in the ground 
must be immediately covered with 
at least one foot of earth. 
3. Accumulations of rubbish or 
piles of tin cans where rats can 
ffrid refuge, must be removed at 
once. 
These nuisances are all con­ 
trary to Village Ordinances and 
must be abated. Violators will be 
prosecuted and fined upon convic­ 
tion. 
The cooperation of all citizens in 
safe guarding the Public Health, 
particularly that of our children by 
the strict adherence to the above 
regulations is hereby requested.

The rose motif was carried out in the menu . . . 
Red and White Rose Salad 
Crisp Salted Wafers 
Hot Chicken Mousse with Hot Mushroom Sauce 
Fresh Buttered Peas 
Tiny Hot Rolls 
Tray of Assorted Relishes 
Ice Cream iii Rose Molds (or strawberry ice cream) 
Bride’s Cake 
Groom’s Cake 
Coffee 
RED AND WHITE ROSE SALAD 
Select small firm tomatoes. Do not peel. Scoop them out alightly 
and fill the centers with a mixture of crisp diced cucumbers and celery 
blended together with mayonnaise. Press petals of white cream cheese 
around the outside. 
To Make Cream Cheese Petals 
Mash a package of white cream cheege (3 oz.) with I Vi tbsp, plain 
cream until it is the consistency to spread easily. Fill a dessert size 
spoon with the cream cheese. Level off with a knife. Then hold the tomato 
upright in the left hand. Place the spoonful of cheese, point up, against 
the side of the tomato. Pull down with a quick motion. This dislodges 
the cheese from the spoon and attaches it to the side of the tomato. 
A quick turn with the spoon at the end will curve the petals and make 
them natural-looking. Continue adding 4 or more petals, depending 
on the size of the tomato. Keep very cold until ready to serve. Arrange 
in lettuce cups. Place a dab of yellow mayonnaise in the center of 
each and garnish with a spray or two of watercress. 
HOT CHICKEN MOUSSE 
Raw breast of a 4 to 5 pound 
chicken (about I cup) 
Remaining chicken, cooked 
(about 2 cups) 
I cup cream 
I cup milk 
Put raw chicken breast through the fine knife of the food grinder 
3 times. Stew remainder of chicken and put through the fine knife of 
the food grinder. Heat the cream, milk and bread crumbs. Add the 
seasonings and the raw and cooked chicken to the bread mixture. Beat 
to mix well. 
Bake in Two Bread Loaf Pans 
Fold in the stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour into 2 bread loaf pans 
lined with buttered paper. Set the loaf pans in a larger pan of hot 
water, having the water reach I inch up on the sides. Bake V/n hours, 
or until firm, in a moderate oven, 350° F., keeping the pans covered 
with wrapping paper for the first 45 minutes to prevent browning. 
Serve immediately with hot mushroom sauce. IO to 12 servings.

It is important to notice that 
no regular use of the baseball dia­ 
monds will be permitted unless re­ 
quest is made in writing by a re­ 
sponsible sponsor. 
One other regulation is empha­ 
sized. No golf practice is permit­ 
ted on the school grounds at any 
time. The danger not only to the 
physical properties, but to chil­ 
dren at play is too great to permit 
any violation of this rule. 
The school board feels that or­ 
ganized 
groups, 
particularly 
of 
school age, are entitled to the use 
of the school grounds under proper 
sponsorship and that strict adher­ 
ence to these rules will make this 
possible. 
Mr. J. M. Sommer, 601 Burton 
Pl., chairman of the building and 
grounds committee, will accept re­ 
quests and issue permits. Phone

Rules and Regulations Governing 
The Use of the School Playgrounds 
1. Requests for use of the play­ 
grounds must be made in writing 
to Mr. J. M. Sommer, chairman of 
the building and grounds commit­ 
tee. Such requests must state the 
specific use for which the grounds 
are desired. 
2. Any group or 
organization 
granted 
permission 
to 
use the 
grounds must be under the direction 
of a reliable adult sponsor or man­ 
ager. 
3. No profane or obscene langu­ 
age is to be permitted. 
4. Grounds must be left in a 
clean condition. Paper, trash, etc. 
which has been discarded either by 
members of the group or by ob­ 
servers must be picked up and dis­ 
posed of in a proper manner. 
5. Cars must be parked only on 
public streets or driveways and it 
shall be the responsibility of the 
group or association to enforce this 
rule. 
6. It is understood that the Board 
of F!ducation assumes no responsi­ 
bility for personal injury or proper­ 
ty damage. 
8. The permit as granted will not 
upon any reported and verified vio­ 
lation of these rules. 
8. The permit is granted will not 
be valid until a copy of these rules 
is signed by the manager or spon­ 
sor and deposited in the office of 
the board of education at the north 
school.

The only trouble, he relates, 
is that the witch doctor, frightening 
in his paint, feathers, and rattles, 
had forgotten to take otf his wrist 
watch. 
An encounter with the pygmies 
of equatorial Africa is one of the 
astonishing 
experiences 
Childers 
idescribes in his article. Some ro­ 
mantic authors have called them 
the “adorable gnomes of the forest/' 
but Childers found them to be the 
“nastiest, 
scabbiest, 
stinkingest 
people on earth.” Far from being 
shy, as they have so often been 
described, they appeared willingly 
when the chief was given a fee 
of ten francs, and the pygmies 
themselves 
showered 
with 
their 
favorite luxuries, tobacco and salt. 
The author was allowed to take pic­ 
tures, but only at the price of one 
franc per shot. 
When they went into their tribal

They Like 


This army isn’t what it’s writ­ 
ten up to be. On paper, the menu 
looks good, but there’s different 
ways of preparing the same thing. 
Most of the cooks are boys who 
came out here with us. 
So, you 
see, they haven’t much experience. 
Maybe they’ll get better—I hope 
so. 
We lie around in bed every 
morning until 6 o’clock with noth­ 
ing to do. Then we have until 6:10 
to get dressed, washed, make our 
bunks and sweep the floor. 
Of 
course, this gives us plenty of lei­ 
sure time to loll around before 
reveille. At 6:15 we have to stand 
outside, rain or shine, while some 
. . . . blows a bugle. 
After stand­ 
ing around until we are tired they 
tnarch us off for ten minutes ot 
calisthenics, such as picking your­ 
self up by one leg and doing a 
dance with the other. 
“We then go to the mess hall. 
Here we are served some unidenti­ 
fied liquid and our choice of white 
or brown crusts. 
“After eating (hmm) we have 
nothing to do until 7:30, so we just 
sit around and scrub the wash­ 
rooms, mop the floors, wash the 
windows 
and 
pick 
up 
all 
the 
matches and cigarette butts within 
a 
feet of the barrack. 
‘ Soon the bugle blows again, 
calling us out into the wonderful 
California sunshine, except when 
they have a heavy dew, then we 
stand in mud up to our ankles. 
“At 8 o’clock we put on our light 
packs and start up and down these 
sm all’ mountains. The light pack 
includes a gun, bayonet, canteen, 
fork, knife, spoon, meat can, cup, 
shaving kit, pup tent, rain coat, 
cartridge belt, first aid kit, fire ex­ 
tinguisher, tent pins, one blanket 
and other items too numerous to 
mention.

Then 
to top it off you might get a few 
weeks K. P. You can only get sick 
at tw’o in the afternoon as that is 
the only time they have sick call.

throat with iodine.

While Shopping 


A w arning to homemakers to be 
absolutely sure of “Quality received 
lo r money given,” 
is going 
out 
these days from Mrs. Ruth Craw- 
oru freem an, home accounts spec­ 
ialist 
University of Illinois Col­ 
ome of Agriculture. Bargains, she 
says, are not what they used to be. 
Buying a pair of hose or a dress 
at the same price as one paid last 
year is not unusual, but in many 
places quality is being sacrificed to 
Keep prices down, said Mrs. Free­ 
man.

It tells how monkeys are 
sometimes so terrified on hearing 
the fierce growl of a tiger in the 
jungle that they fall out of the tree­ 
tops to the ground, becoming easy 
prey for the striped prowler. 


Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes. 
“This is by a far larger m ajor­ 
ity than we anticipated. 
As a 
m atter of fact with wheat prices 
ranging rather high we doubted 
that wheat growers 
in 
general 
would favor quotas, feeling that 
the world situation would hold the 
price of wheat at its rather high 
level 
when 
we 
consider 
world 
prices and the almost 
complete 
cessation of export markets. 
“This vote indicates that farm ­ 
ers are thinking in general in fav­ 
or of the AAA more than we per­ 
mitted ourselves to believe. They 
undoubtedly understand the threat 
of an excessive surplus of wheat 
and the improbability of this ex­ 
cess being marketed and the dis­ 
aster that would follow the remov­ 
al of the loan price from storage 
wheat for cooperators. 
“This also indicates that the 
cooperators must be in a majority 
who feel that the non-cooperators 
should bear the expense of holding 
surpluses off the market. It also 
means, in our opinion, that we are 
well along towards establishing the 
principles upon which the AAA is 
based. 
“Recently Congress has appro­ 
priated payments to farm ers that 
will bring com up to virtually 85c 
which is about parity. This pay­ 
ment is rather heavy and it should 
cause the average farm er who has 
not indicated his willingness to co­ 
operate with the AAA 
to think 
twice before failing to sign up for 
1941 which date is still held open. 
“We would not be surprised if 
surpluses of com are not removed 
and if the war would stop within 
another year’s time, that quotas 
will be voted on corn. We also be­ 
lieve that as rapidly as farm ers be­ 
come fam iliar with the workings 
of the AAA and understand its 
parity basis that there will be a 
still further increase in coopera­ 
tion, and that in time crop control 
and the loan provisions will be all 
that is necessary to hold com prices 
up to a parity basis and that gov­ 
ernment payments within a few 
years can be eliminated. This is, 
in our opinion, very desirable and 
one that 
will 
be 
approved 
by 
farm ers and the public in general. 
“We believe also that the coun­ 
try is moving in the direction of 
control production along all lines. 
As long as it can be decided by the 
majority 
of 
producers, 
whether 
they be farmers, laborers, manu­ 
facturers, or business men, that 
this will be in line with what they 
think of as democratic ways of 
living. 
Controls imposed by the 
dictates of one man as they are 
being used in European countries 
at the present time are undoubted­ 
ly desirable but very dangerous. 
“One of the interesting things 
about marketing quotas, which we 
mentioned in these columns some­ 
time recently, was the tobacco 
farm ers who voted quotas out and 
after a severe decline in the to­ 
bacco market were glad to vote 
quotas back in. The percentage of 
cooperation 
of 
Illinois 
farm ers 
this year over last year has in­ 
creased appreciably. Algo the per­ 
centage of increase in Cook county, 
which is one of the most difficult 
counties in the state, has had a 
large gain for 1941. The date for 
signing up has been left open for 
an indefinite period, and farm ers 
still have an opportunity at this 
time to cooperate in the AAA pro­ 
gram .” 


Legumes, Grass 
Take Place of 
Corn for Silage 


Legumes and grass keep “crowd­ 
ing out” corn in the silos of Harry 
N. Fox on his farm three miles 
south of Palestine, Illinois. 
Each year Fox feeds the legume- 
grass silage to about 00 head of 
cattle that dean it up just as well 
as they ever did corn silage. 
Fox started ensiling grass and 
legumes in 1938 when he put in 
four acres of mixed legumes, four 
acres of straight alfalfa and eleven 
acres of mixed grasses. This m ater­ 
ial kept and fed out so well that 
he has been using grass and le­ 
gumes in his silos every year since 
then. 
“I haven’t ever had any trouble 
about it keeping, as we try to put 
on about the recommended amount 
of molasses,” Fox said. 
This year 
he used between 50 to OO pounds of 
molasses for each ton of silage. 
Ensiling grass and legumes helps 
utilize the increased amount of 
roughages resulting from increased 
yields and shifting of some culti­ 
vated land to pasture crops, as part 
of the soil conservation program 
that Fox has been carrying out in 
cooperation with the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture and 
the U. S. Soil Conservation Ser­ 
vice. 
“Corn silage has slightly more 
fattening qualities, while the le­ 
gume and grass silage has more 
growth qualities,” Fox said. “ How­ 
ever, we fatten our cattle on the 
legume and grass silage very sat­ 
isfactorily. More protein and min­ 
erals are available in the legume 
than in the corn silage.” 
“A good clover crop will yield 
about the same aH an equal acreage 
of corn for ensilage,” he continued, 
‘and you don’t have to cultivate the 
ensilage material from hay or uas- 
ture land.” 
Fox uses a combination hay chop­ 
per and silo filler with a home­ 
made attachm ent for adding the 
molasses. 
* 
“Ensiling is a good way to take 
care of coarse, rank hay,* he said, 
“especially 
first-cutting 
alfalfa, 
which usually comes 
along with 
wet weather. I have even put part­ 
ly cured clover hay Into the silo 
after 
it 
was 
rained 
on. 
Even 
though it was still wet, it resulted 
in good feed.” 
In feeding experiments conduct­ 
ed at the university by R. R. Snapp, 
professor of beef cattie, it has 
been found that the value of grass 
and legume silages is considerably 
below that of corn silage. Neverthe­ 
less, 
according 
to 
Prof. 
Snapp 
some very good farm ers consider 
grass and legume silage a valu­ 
able feed.

Weigh Competition 


As the deadline for entering Chl- 
eagoland’s 
Neatest 
Dairy 
Farm 
Contest approaches, Cook and Du- 
Page county dairy 
farm ers are 
speculating on which 
Pure Milk 
farms in District I O will compete 
for top prizes in the eighth annual 
contest sponsored by Pure Milk 
Association, Chicago. 
District 
championship 
carries 
with it a 45-piece silverware ser­ 
vice for 8, a Senior award of merit 
plaque, and an opportunity to com­ 
pete for the grand championship of 
the Chicago milk shed. Second and 
third district prizes are 35-piece 
and 26-piece services for six—each 
of the same fine quadruple silver- 
plate, in the beautiful and modern 
Cameo pattern. 
The Ruth B. Anderson farm at 
Naperville, last year’s winner, is 
not eligible for the District cham­ 
pionship a second time, nor is the 
Ebenholtz farm which took third 
prize in the final judging last year, 
nor the first prize winners of other 
years, although any of them may 
enter the contest for an award of 
merit plaque, and, if their 1941 
score equals that of the 1941 dis­ 
trict IO winner, be included in the 
final judging. Grand championship 
prize is a winter vacation trip for 
the neatest farm er and his wife. 
Monday, June 16, is the latest 
date that entries will be accepted 
for the 1941 contest. Entry blanks

“Stop Pig Enemy 
No. I — Cholera — 
By Vaccinating” 


With the probability of higher 
pork prices for some time as a re­ 
sult of the government’s purchases 
to support prices around 9 cents a 
pound, it will pay swine growers 
more than ever 
to be on guard 
against pig enemy No. I—hog chol­ 
era——caution 
animal 
pathologists 
of the University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
The loss of a 5-cent hog is bad, 
but losing a 9-cent hog is almost 
twice as bad, they explain. Im­ 
munization of pigs at the proper 
age is not expensive. Vaccination 
of pigs just before weaning time 
will prevent the disease from ap­ 
pearing in a herd. 
However, 
certain 
precautions 
must be observed 
in vaccinating 
hogs. It is considered safer to re­ 
duce the amount of feed for about 
three 
weeks 
after 
vaccination, 
avoiding forcing the pigs by heavy 
feeding. Sick pigs should not be 
vaccinated, since they may not be 
able to stand up under the shock. 
So-called 
“Cholera-breaks” 
often 
occur in herds whch are not in 
good dcondition at the time of vac­ 
cination. 
The pathologists suggest that 
hog breeders and feeders have their 
hog3 vaccinated by a trained vet­ 
erinarian who is fam iliar with dif­ 
ferent swine diseases that may 
complicate 
immunization 
against 
nog cholera. 


Dairies Progress 
In New Food'/or- 
Defense Program 


Illinois dairymen have already 
made a significant response to the 
government’s request for a boost 
of 6 to 8 per cent in the production 
of dairy products, judging from the 
average April production of all 
cows enrolled in dairy herd im­ 
provement associations. 
The average milk and butterfat 
yield of association cows was 4.3 
per cent higher in April than for 
the same month a year ago, re- 
ports C. S. Rhode, of the dairy de­ 
partm ent at the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture. Since 
the food-for-defense program 
is 
just getting under way, Rhode be­ 
lieves this increase should be con­ 
sidered significant. 
In order to step up production 
still more and increase the size of 
the monthly milk or cream check, 
Rhode urges Illinois dairymen, es­ 
pecially butterfat producers and 
those adjacent to condensery and 
cheese plants, to feed more grain 
to cows on pasture, manage pas­ 
tures to insure greatest yields, use 
legumes for pasture when possible, 
supplement 
permanent 
pastures 
with Sudan grass, keep cows as 
comfortable as possible in summer 
by darkening the barns, supply 
plenty of shade and spray to les­ 
sen the harmful effects of'flies. 
Three to nine pounds of grain 
should be ted to cows on pasture, 
depending upon their production 
and the quality of the pasture. A 
mixture of corn and oats is satis­ 
factory when cows have an abund­ 
ance 
of 
succulent 
feed. 
Later, 
when the quality of pasture is low­ 
er, protein supplements 
such as 
soybean oil meal, cottonseed meal, 
and linseed meal should be added 
to the farm grains, Rhode said. 


Arbitration—That a system of 
arbitration be established to en­ 
able farm landlords and tenants to 
settle disputes readily and inex­ 
pensively is & recommendation fre­ 
quently made by those interested in 
farm-tenancy 
legislation. 
There 
now exists in many states, includ­ 
ing 
Illinois, 
statutes 
providing 
generally for the submission of 
disputes to arbitration. 
In early 
cases involving arbitration statutes 
many courts held such laws un­ 
constitutional, the argument be­ 
ing that judicial powers belonging 
to the courts had been conferred 
on arbitrators. 
This feeling has 
largely 
disappeared, 
partly 
no

Track Farmers 
Study Steps to 
Hold Customers 


More modern market facilities, 
improved grading and packaging 
and more uniform distribution of 
supplies will help Illinois truck 
farm ers meet the increasing com­ 
petition which they are getting 
from growers in the south and 
west. 
These 
and 
other 
suggestions 
have come out of a study which 
V. A. Ekstrom, fruit and vegetable 
m arketing specialist of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture, reports upon in a new pub­ 
lication, “Marketing Madison and 
St. Clair Counties’ Truck and Veg­ 
etable Crops.” 
Included 
in the 
study were 55 farm s in Madison and 
St. Clair counties averaging 39 
acres of truck and vegetable crops. 
All of these farm s were within 16 
miles of St. Louis, Mo. Six crops-— 
sweet corn, horseradish, potatoes, 
spinach, tomatoes and cabbage— 
accounted for 96 per cent of the 
total truck crop acreage. 


Competition has increased to the 
point where distant growers are 
largely responsible for more than 
a three-fold increase in truck crops 
grown for m arket since 1920, Ek­ 
strom reported. Overlapping sea­ 
sons make the problem even more 
difficult. 
Availability of products 
throughout the year instead of only 
during limited periods causes the 
local grower to lose much of his 
seasonal advantage. 


Ekstrom found that the princi­ 
pal methods of sale were outright 
sales on the Farmers* M arket°in 
St. Louis, outright sales to city 
wholesale dealers and consignment 
sales. 
Sales to truckers at the 
farm were an im portant outlet for 
sweet com and potatoes. 


Supplies of sweet corn were not 
distributed uniformly, and prices 
™ ™ d wide,y during the season. 
Weekly 
average 
prices 
dropped 
from about 14 cents a dozen ears 
early in the season to a low of 
5 cents in August, Temporary sur­ 
pluses and consequent low prices 
present one of the m ajor m arket­ 
ing problems 
for these growers, 
Ekstrom found. 
Growers received an average of 
8 cents a dozen ears 
for 
sweet 
corn consigned, compared with 10.3 
cents for sweet corn sold on the 
farm ers’ market. One reason for 
the low returns 
from 
consigned 
sales is that growers resorted to 
this method of 
selling when the 
market was weak and when thev 
had difficulty in finding cash buy­ 
ers. .Sales to truckers at the farm 
averaged 15.4 cents. However, the 
latter represent sales made early 
in the season when the price was 
high. 
The average seasonal price paid 
to growers for 18,024 pounds of po- 
tatoes was 92.6 cents a hundred 
pounds. 
Consignment sales aver­ 
aged 98.6 cents; outright sales to 
city wholesale dealers in St. Louis, 
90.5 cents, and outright sales to 
truckers at the farm , 96 cents. 
A summary of the study can be 
obtained free from farm 'advisers 
or the university.

Consumption of 
More M ilk Urged 
By Ut Specialist 


Quantity 
discounts 
and 
store 
sales at lower prices 
than for 
home-delivered milk have proved 
to be two methods of increasing 
milk consumption, according to E. 
C. Hedlund, agricultural economist 
of the University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
By increasing milk consumption 
these two selling policies in turto 
will improve the health of many 
people and will help absorb sur­ 
pluses of feed crops. 
Consumer 
prices 
are lowered by these two 
policies through a reduction in ser­ 
vice rendered, a reduction in m ar­ 
keting costs, and not through a re­ 
duction in prices paid to producers, 
it was explained. 
Hedlund explained that people in 
general drink more 
milk when 
prices 
are low. 
Also 
low prices 
will encourage greater milk con­ 
sumption for high-income groups 
as well as for medium and low-in- 
come groups. Between 40 and 50 
million people in the United States 
are undernourished and need more 
milk for an adequate diet, Hedlund 
said. 
A summary of a study of these 
two methods of 
increasing milk 
consumption, made recently by G. 
A. Lee, formerly of the College of 
Agriculture, can be obtained from* 
the university. 
Hedlund said the two selling pol­ 
icies are in line with the present 
federal price-supporting program 
which is designed to increase milk 
production from 6 to 8 per cent, 
since less than half of this increase 
is now marked for export trade, 
and the remainder will presumably 
be consumed in this country.

Arlington relinquished the base­ 
ball championship this year which 
the Cardinal diamond squad had 
possessed for the past twro seasons.

Blue Devils annexed the crown and 
beat the Cardinals twice in the 
process. They were the only team 
to accomplish 
this feat, even tho 
Arlington finished no better than 
fourth in league standings. 


Arlington won three and lost 
four conference games. They were 
rained out of their return game 
avenging an earlier 10-9 defeat in 
which they made a gift of all of 
the runs Niles scored. In all games 
played during the entire season 
the Cardinals broke even, with six 
won and six lost. This w’as a sat­ 
isfactory record, 
considering the 
fact that every regular player on 
the championship team of 1940 had 
graduated.

Palatine has completed by far 
the best year in sports in the his­ 
tory of the school. When the teams 
won both basketball titles it seemed 
to many that a1 that could be asked 
for had come to pass but the track 
team did just as well and even bet­ 
ter in the light of past performanc­ 
es. 


Palatine's only m ajor track vic­ 
tory prior to this season was the 
winning of the B division in the 
Pekin Relays in 1935 largely thru 
individual ability of the great Eddie 
Hahnfeldt who scored most of the 
points.
